San Francisco. Cal.. February IT*. — When the cur- 
tain fell on the racing scene at Oakland today and 
the large crowd filial out of the gates, there was a 
general feeling of regret that adverse legislation had 
t*\>ught the *4*0 rt to a premature close, hut there 
Were expressions of confidence that in future years 
there would be at least a limited season of racing 
in California. In tliis connect ion the fate of (lie 
measure providing for a state racing commission is 
awaited with interest. 

That Oakland racing will be continued next winter 
is regarded as likely in some quarters. It is reported 
that expert legal opinion holds the Walker- Young 
law to be unconstitutional. No move to test the new 
law will l»e made until after the adjournment of the 
Legislature next month, it is said. 

Perfect weather favored the si»ort ami keen en- 
thusiasm was displayed. The Adios Handicap, the 
feature of the closing card, furnished a surprise 
when Azo. which had started in the Waterhouse 
Flip last Saturday, came out and won at odds of 
40 to 1. heating some of the best horses on tin* 
coast. Arasce ruled a heavily -backed favorite, but 
his mauy hard races had evidently dulled his speed, 
with the result that he finished In the ruck. Azo. 

• losing with a rush, caught Feather Duster in the 
final sixteenth and won easily, while Jack Paine 
was third. The veteran Massa won the closing race 
of the meeting with Seldcn up. 

Shipments of horses from Oakland to Juarez will 
••omiucmc tomorrow, when two carloads will start. 
Most of the riders will also go to the Mexican track. 

Judges IlopiRT ami Pcttingill. liandieapper Nathan 
sou and starters Dwyer and Holtniau. will remain 
here for tin* present. 

The stewards today restored jockey ('. l-I. Shil- 
ling completely to gmal stauding so that he may 
accept all mounts. Jockey Clifford Gilbert was 
also reinstated. 

RACING NEWS NOT UNDER BAN IN CANADA. 

Court of Appeal at Toronto Hands Down Decision in 
Cases Arising Out of the Miller Act. 

' ' , 

TprpiUu, Out.. February 15. — That the publication 
of racing news Is legal is the substance of a judg- 
ment liamb-d down by the Court of Appeal yesterday. 
Tile case was oik* brought under the provisions of 
the Miller act against Melville Luttrell. news agent 
at the Iroquois Hotel. The court decided that the 
publication of racing news, such as records, form 
••harts, past performances, etc., is uot illegal, inas- 
much as it is impossible to prove that such informa- 
tion is to be used to "assist in betting.” By agree- 
ment. the *ale of Daily Racing Form by Mr. Luttrell 
was made the basis of the case on which the deci- 
sion was rendered anil similar cases based on the 
sale of other newspapers werl* jK'iiding. awaiting 
i*s disposition. The magistrate in the police court 
had convicted <ho defendant and wliat is known as a 
stand ease had been prepared and presented to the 
Court of Appeal. 

"The learned judiee magistrate.” says Mr. Justice 
Meredith in giving yesterday's decision in the Court 
of Appeal, "seems to be under a misapprehension 
of the nature of the offense with which the accused 
was intended to be charged. Ilis statement is. 
that the charge against tin* accused was that of 
'having sold newspapers containing information that 
could be made use of by bookmakers and others in 
making bets,* but there is. obviously, no criminal 
offense comprised in that statement; it would be 
extraordinary if there were. Under the act. tin* 
offense, as applicable to such a case as ibis, is 
selling ‘information intended to assist in, or intended 
for use in connection with Imok making.’ etc. 

"Then* was uo evidence of any such intention, on 
the part of the accused, in selling the papers in 
quest iou. He was merely a newsboy, selling the 
n**w spa pels in question, among many others, at a 
'newsstand.* The purchaser had no intention of 
using them in any such manner, but bought solely 
for the purpose of laying the information against 
the boy. 

"There was no evidence of any such intention on 
the part of printer, or publisher, of any of the 
papers. All that was contained in the papers was 
news, such as is commonly published in all news- 
pajK*rs, matters of public interest. To say that, be- 
cause. in some direct way. some use might be 
made, or attempted to la* made, of t lie news, for 
the purpose of betting, it ought to be found that 
that was tile purpose of the publication, or sale, 
is obviously absurd. If all tilings out of which evil 
can la* evolved were prohibited, there would be 
little left: education would be prohibited because 
it might lie made use of for an evil purpose. 

"The gist of the offense is the intention. And 
the intention *to assist’ or ‘for use* must lie that 
of the accused. If the printer, or publisher, had 
such an intention, he is not absolved because the 
boy. who actually sold, had not. Nor is the seller 
absolved by tin* publisher’s innocence if lie himself 
lias t lie criminal intention in selling. Each is 

answerable for his own sin of intention only. There 
wa» no reasonable evidence of the criminal in ten 
lion, which the enactment is alined against, in 
cither publisher or seller. The conviction was 
wrong: tin* accused should la* discharged. 

"In another respect the learned police magistrate 
erred: it is not within his power to make a pro 
forma finding, with a view to stating a ease. He 
must perform his duty just as a jury must, by a 
real finding u|a>n all questions necessary for the 
proper determination of the ease." 

Tbc court also quashed the conviction in the ease 
against the Great North Western Telegraph Co., 
charged with a breach of the Miller act. in trans- 
mitting the results of racas at Dufferin Park by 
wire to a Detroit newspaper. 

The clause in the Miller act on which the prosecu- 
tion based its charge was that the manager of the 
telegraph company "wilfully and knowingly* sent 
the despatches ‘‘to assist in bookmakiug or betting.*’

PROPOSED RACING LEGISLATION IN COLORADO 

I H ‘liver. Col., February 15. — The movement for the 
establishment of racing iu Colorado ou a more pre- 
tentious scale than has been possible in recent years 
is taking shape. Two bills have been introduced in 
the Legislature which will legalize raciug with the 
pari-mutuel system of betting, and it is planned 
to have at least two raee meetings of thirty days 
at Overland Park in this city if the proposed legis- 
lation is enacted. The Senate Committee on Stock 
has reported the bills with a favorable recommenda- 
tion. One gives any fair association the privilege of 
i*ondiicting one or more race meetings between April 
1 and December 1. The other follows the Kentucky 
law. whieh provides for a state racing commission 
of five members. It is expected that both bills will 
pass.
